(f) Prepare and publish reports of vital statistics of this
State, and such other reports as may be required by the
Department.

(g) Prepare and transmit monthly a report to each county

assessor and each mass transit district indicating the name,

address, date of birth, date of death, and social security

number of each decedent who resided within the county or mass

transit district and died within the reporting period. The

State Registrar of Vital Records shall adopt rules to implement

this subsection (qg).

(2) The State Registrar of Vital Records may delegate such
functions and duties as are necessary to properly carry out the
provisions of this Act.
